The trouble at present is that there does not 
seem to be any far reaching method of spread- 
ing the information when the kind of mud 
on tap is to the liking of some particular horse 
in a race. The horse itself knows, of course, 
for it scoots through the stuff like a torpedo 
through salt water. The owner, too, knows, 
for he contrives to have “a swell bet” on his 
nag, but the rank and file of the betting ring 
are not let into the secret until the race is over. 

Possibly among the turf reforms of the near 
future an owner will be compelled to file with 
the stewards, for publication, an analysis of 
the slush best suited to each equine individual 
in'his string. Then with mud guages promi- 
nently displayed in saddling paddock and bet 
ting ring the average piker may gain an 
inkling as to how his “two dollars” may be 
invested to the best advantage.— W. W. Naugh- 
ton in San Francisco Examiner.
